Theodore^ Roosevelt stopped off here 
today on his way home from Florida 
and called on President Wilson to 
congratulate him on his address to 
congress. 
Soon after the senate adjourned the 
house also adjourned.

meets at noon tomorow and the sen­ 
ate at ten. 
There is much uncertainty as to 
what use the National Guard will be 
put, under the new plans.

Senate Takes Action. 
(B y Associated Press) 
Washington, April 5.—The 
resolu­ 
tion declaring that a state for war 
exists between the United States and 
Germany was passed in the senate last 
night by an overwhelming majority. 
Senator La Follette made a lengthy 
speech against the passage of the res­ 
olution. 
Among other things, he said: 
“We have wallowed in the mire at 
the feet of Great Britain and submit­ 
ted ip silence to her diction. Because 
we acquiesced we have a iegai and 
moral responsibility to Germany. Thus 
we have been actively aiding her en­ 
emy in starving German women, chil­ 
dren and old men. 
Germany waits 
three long months for) this govern­ 
ment to protest. In principle, there­ 
fore, Germany had the right to blind­ 
ly destroy shipt, by submarines and 
mines, in her blockade zone. Germany 
is only doing what England is doing. 
“Germany has been patient 
with 
us, standing strictly on her rights to 
be accorded the same treatment as 
England by us.” 
Williams Scored La Follette, 
When Senator La Follette conclud­ 
ed he had been speaking more than 
three hour*. Senator Wi'liam* of Mis­ 
sissippi arose immediately to reply. 
“The speech of the Wisconsin sen­ 
ator would better have become Herr 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg than an Am­ 
erican senator,” said Senator 
Wil­ 
liam*. “In fact he has gone further 
than Herr 
Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg 
would have gone. Von Bethmann-Holl­ 
weg said the use of the submarine 
could be justified only on the ground 
of necessity; the senator from Wiscon­ 
sin puts it on the same footing as 
Great Britain's interference with our 
commerce. 
“I full expected the senator from 
Wisconsin before he took his seat to 
defend the invasion of Belgium, the 
most barbarous act ever committed. 
I heard from him a speech that was 
pro-German, pro-Goth, pro-vandal and 
which was anti-president, anti-congress 
and anti-American. 
‘‘While pronouncing an eulogy on 
the German people he might have eulo­ 
gized a very much greater, better 
and more intelligent people— the Am­ 
erican. Hts speech was exactly what 
might have been delivered in the Ger­ 
man reichstag by Bethmann-Hollweg, 
if Bethmann-Hollweg had had the au­ 
dacity. But Bethmann-Hollweg 
had 
too much sense, too much knowledge 
to make that speech." 
At this point Senator La Follette 
left the chamber, but remained in the 
cloak room a while within hearing 
distance.

RULES IN DISPLAYING STARS AND

If it Is being carried, but not march­ 
ing, the men should uncover when 
passing It, 
2. 
If the flag Is being displayed it 
should not be put out before sunrise 
and for no reason whatever be left 
out after sunset. This is probably the 
greatest and most common disrespect 
shown. Any school, public building, 
or store that leaves the flag displayed 
all night advertises a carelessness and 
disrespect that is inexcusable. 
3. 
lf the flag is being raised or 
lowered from a flagstaff, it must not 
be allowed to touch the ground. 
In 
any army post this is considered a 
military offense. 
4. The flag should never be used 
in any advertisement. 
Nothing is al­ 
lowed to be printed upon it. 
5. It is permissible ta drape the Aa? 
for decoration. 
However, it! is ab­ 
solutely forbidden to use it as a table 
or mantle cover. 
6. 
It is against the law to allow 
a badly torn flag to be displayed, also
